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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants have cancelled claims 10-15 and added new claims 16-21 in the 
amendment filed on December 11, 2008. The claims 1-9 and 16-21 are considered 
allowable. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Delete the phrase "comprising the alkyl Grignard reagent" in claim 6. 
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Replace the phrase "comprising the Lewis acid" in claim 19 with the phrase 
"wherein the compound of formula (3) is reacted with the alkyl metal compound, 
the titanium (IV) reagent and the Lewis acid". 

Replace the phrase "comprising the arylsulfonyl chloride" in claim 20 with the 
phrase "wherein the compound of formula (1) is reacted with the arylsulfonyl 
chloride". 

Replace the phrase "comprising the alkylsulfonyl chloride" in claim 21 with the 
phrase "wherein the compound of formula (1) is reacted with the alkylsulfonyl 
chloride".
